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Housing hangs on sticky issues 


Monday night's weather was hot 
and sticky. But the meeting of the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
(WHA) was much hotter and much 
Stickier. 

Approximately 75 people crowded 
the community hall at Deming Way to 
discuss proposed housing projects. 
One of the proposals is for 80 units of 
housing for the elderly, the other for 
25 units of family housing, also 
referred to as low-and moderate- 
income housing, 

The two projects are proposed for 
adjacent sites of land just north of 
Wilmington Plaza. They would be 
constructed by Berkshire Builders, 
Inc, for the WHA, under grants from 
the US, Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) 

The WHA has presented its 
proposals separately, for the elderly 
and the family housing. The special 
town meeting on August 25 will be 
asked to deal only with questions 
relating to the elderly project. One 
article would have the town modify its 
age requirement for elderly housing 
from 65 to 62, to conform to HUD 
guidelines. Another article would 
transfer a parcel of town-owned land 
to the WHS, thereby providing enough 
frontage to satisfy the requirement of 


local zoning laws. 

The WHA would then come back 
and ask a later town meeting to ap- 
prove the family housing project. 

Many of the people present at the 
Monday night meeting were residents 
of the area near the proposed 
projects. Most of them were quite 
strong in their objections to the 
projects. 

The gathering was addressed by 
Chip Scull, project developer for 
Berkshire Builders, Inc., and by 
Henry Borazzo, executive director of 
the WHA. 

Scull explained that the projects 
would be a “turn key" program, 
where Berkshire would build the units 
and then turn the keys over to the 
WHA. He showed slides of the 
proposed elderly project. 

But the crowd was less interested in 
seeing slides than in discussing sticky 
questions that nobody can answer. 

After Borazzo made his opening 
statements, Mrs, Robin Theodos read 
a letter that had been written to Rep. 
James Miceli by Stephen Wasko of the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) 

Briefly, the letter said that it was 
necessary to assure the progress of 
both projects, elderly and low-

income. 

Borazzo smiled and said, “That’s 
exactly what we've been saying.” 
Mrs. Theodos and several other 
people disagreed. 

Borazzo then said that HUD had 
approved the elderly project because 
the WHA was pursuing the family 
units. 

Other concerns expressed in the 
meeting included flooding due to 
wetlands impact, and tenant selec- 
tion. In each case, residents would 
like guarantees, and there were none 
available. 

Scull explained that the northern 
part of the site for the elderly project 
is wetland, and that it would not be 
used for housing. He also said that a 
drainage easement which crosses the 
property would be culverted. 

Residents of River Street, which is 
north of the site, expressed a fear of 
having to contend with more water 
problems than they already have. 

Chester Bruce, chairman of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission, tried to assure the residents 
that the commission would do its 
utmost to protect them. The com- 
mission must rule on any building 
project that borders on a wetland 
area

Flooding lawsuit settled in one hour 


‘There will be no law suit involving 
the Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority, and the flooding of land in 
Woburn. The two contending parties 
agreed Monday évening that it is 
better to work together. They had 
been scheduled to appear in court 
today (Wednesday) 

Mike Integlia, the president of the 
Rhode Island firm that has taken over 
the development of the Authority 
land, on the Wilmington-Woburn line, 
was the man who offered the solution. 
Mike and his party arrived at the 
meeting in the town hall at 8:05 p.m 
Monday, and it took just one hour to 


hammer out the details. 

The problem is that there is water, 
for some months each year, on the 
land of Ken Robbins, owner of the 
Wovurn Track Parts. That water 
may of may not come from the 
Wilmington land. Where it does come 
from is an overall part of the problem. 

There is a ridge of high land, an 
extension of the old volcano called 
Cook Hill, which reaches over to the 
old Woburn branch of the Boston 
Maine Railroad. Because of this, 
Integlia told the Robbins party, it was 
his contention that the flow of water 
from the development is ‘‘not in your 


Two bonds on warrant 
for special town meeting 


The warrant for the special’ town 
meeting in Wilmington on August 25 
has a surprise. 

Article 3 asks that the town vote to 
ratify and confirm all action taken in 
the special town meeting of June 9, 
1980. That has already been 
discussed. That vote was an over- 
whelming one, in favor of continuing 
the sewer now under construction up 
to Ballardvale Street. 

Article 3 will also ask the town 
meeting to ratify and confirm the 
actions of the special town meeting of 
September 24, 1979. It was in that 
town meeting that a $600,000 bond was 
voted, in addition to a previous bond, 
for constructing a water purification 
station. The station, now being built 
off Butters Row, is designed to take 
iron ore out of the water, and also the 
trichloroethylene that has been found

in the area of the Chestnut Street well 

Until that water purification station 
has been completed and is in service 
the town will be on a limited water 
allowance. Wilmington has had 
limited water supplies all summer, 
but has not, like many towns, had to 
buy water from other sources. 

The bonding counsel, Ropes and 
Grey, of Boston, has ruled that the 
$600,000 (second) bond, for the 
purification station, has the same 
flaw as does the bond for the sewer. 
There was, in the opinion of that 
counsel, only 13 days of “legal 
notification to the town, because of a 
state holiday 

Ropes and Grey, in a letter to the 
town, confirms that the town did 
fulfill all requirements as to bonding, 
as declared in the town bylaws. The 
difficulty is with the state holiday

Herb Barrowsand the race track 


There was a time, back after the 
days of World War II, when there 
were plans to have a race track in 
Wilmington. It was a big secret. 

It is sort of a long story. 

The writer heard it from Herbert C. 
Barrows, the man after whom the 
Barrows Auditorium, in Wilmington 
High School is named. 

Today some people know there is a 
Barrows Auditorium. Somepeople, 
too, know there is a Barrows well 
field, up in North Wilmington. Who 
Herb Barrows was, is, to many today, 
a matter of small import. 

Herb was a small-wiry man, who 
was born in Everett, and grew up in 
Reading. There is a street there, off 
Lowell Street, named after his father. 
Perhaps the farmhouse still exists. 

He became, in his youth, a teacher 
in Reading High School. One story he 
told, in after years, concerned a big 
pupil, who thought he was tough. The 
principal, too, seemed to agree, but 
not Herb. 

That pupil came charging up the 
stairs, one day, with the avowed 

of tackling Herb. Herb 
hauled back with his foot, and at the 
exact right moment kicked that pupil 
in the jaw. The pupil fell down the 
stairs, to the first floor, and never 
again tackled Herb, 

The high school principal remort- 
strated with Herbert Cyrus Barrows, 
teacher. You aren't supposed to kick 
pupils under the chin, he told 
Barrows. 

That young man will never tackle 
me again, he was told by Barrows. 
‘And Herb was right. 

Herb loved horse flesh. He was a 
small man, and was just the right size 
to be a jockey, or driver, in the sulky 
races which took place in the summer 
at the Quannapowitt Race Track, in 
Wakefield. The races were held on 
Saturday and Sunday afternoons. 

The driver of a sulky sits on a small 
two wheeled vehicle, right behind the 
horse. It is a fast race. The drivers 
were not too gentle with one another. 

Herb had a story of winning one 
race because he‘had a mouthful of 
tobacco juice. He let go, against the 
eyes of another driver, at just the 
right moment. That driver was 
blinded, and Herb won the race. 

Some time about 1890 or 1892 Herb 
decided that he did not want to teach 
any more. He bought an old farm and 
farmhouse, in Wilmington. 

The Perry farm it was called. John 
Perry was the blacksmith whom Asa 
Sheldon brought out to Wilmington 
about 1835, along with the blacksmith 
shop, from Boston. John had died. 
His son John W. was running the shop, 
and was living in a home on Church 
Street. Mrs. Perry, John W.'s 
mother, had been living in the farm, 
and when she died Herb bought it 
from the estate. 

Herb paid $700 for 
and a farmhouse and 
buildings. Seventy of those acres is 
now the Avco site,

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Herb became, not only a farmer, 
but a contractor and a nurseryman. 
He was present when the old oak tree, 
known as the Bear Oak was cut down. 
That was where the last bear was 
killed in Wilmington. In later years 
Herb showed the writer the exact spot 
where that oak tree stood, down near 
the Maple Meadow Brook. 

To give a brief history of the man. 
Her seved as selectman. He was the 
chairman of the committee that built 
the Whitefield School, for $6,000 in 
1912. He did many things for this 
town. 

He was the man who started the 
Wilmington Finance Committee, and 
it was Herb Barrows who argued out 
the amounts of money that various 
town officials were to have, in a series 
of meetings in the Town Hall, before 
the annual Town Meeting. 

The writer can remember the 
former chief of police, Paul Lynch, 
declaiming against Herb, after one 
such session in which the police 
department budget had been severely 
slashed. 

Anyway, sometime in the early 
1900s, Herb bought the former Jack 
Manning Nursery, in North 
Wilmington. It was an ancient farm 
of about 100 acres. Jack was a nur- 
sery man in Reading. His son was A. 
Chandler Manning, a noted landscape 
architect who lived in Wilmington, on 
Glen Road. 

Today that nursery is in part a 
housing subdivision, and in part the 
Barrows wellfield. Sheridan Road 
cuts right through it, as does In- 
terstate Route 93. There are many 
fine tress there, planted by Herb 
about 75 years ago. 

No one knew it at the time, but that 
had been the farm of Joseph Harnden. 
There were three brothers in the 
Harnden family, all of whom had 
names that began with J and all three 
fought in the Revolutionary War. 

Capt. John Harnden was a 
Minuteman, and he fought at Bukner 
Hill in command of a company of 
Colonial soldiers. He lived in a house 
which stood on the hill at the easterly 
end of High Street. 

Presumably Joshua lived with 
John, or with Joseph. Joshua was the 
one who became a Colonel, and 
bought the house after the war which 
is now called the Harnden Tavern. 

The third brother was Joseph. He 
lived in a farmhouse at the foot of the 
hill, not far from where his brother 
John lived. Fifty years ago that house 
was known as the Lopaus House, from 
the name of the family who lived 
there. 

Herb Barrows owned it, as a part of 
the North Wilmington Nursery. No 
one realized the age of the house, nor 
that it had been the home of a 
Wilmington soldier who died in the 
lines, in Cambridge, at the time of the 
Siege of Boston. 

In 1880 the late Rev. Daniel Noyes, 
in two historical addresses given in 
the Congregational Church, said that

the house had been built “90 years 
ago.” He was wrong. That was one of 
several errors he made, 

‘The Joseph Harnden house was in 
existance as early as 1766. The writer 
knows this, 

Anyway, to get on with the race 
track story. 

Back in the days of about World 
War II there were stories, which could 
hardly be believed, about new roads 
about to be built. Many of those tales 
were of the politicos and others 
planning roads to places where there 
was to be a race track, 

One such tale said that there was to 
bea new Route 28 (to replace the road 
that goes through North Reading) to 
some place in New Hampshire. The 
new 28 would be so built that people 
from Boston could get to their 
destination in half an hour or so, the 
stories said. Eventually it was built 
and became Rt. 193. 

Herb owned the North Wilmington 
Nurseries. There was about 100 
acres. A short distance to the east 
was the old right-of-way of the Salem 
and Lowell Railroad.

known that he represented a group in 
which was the then governor of 
Massachusetts. It was quite an im- 
pressive bunch of names: 

Herb said sure, he would sell the 
farm, if the price was right. The 
young man went back, and 
presumably talked with his prin- 
cipals, Then he appeared, on an 
evening, at Herb's home on Woburn 
Street. The price he offered was 
agreeable. 

Herb wanted $500 in cash, as a 
binder. The young man produced the 
money and gave it to Herb. 

Herb told the young man to wait, 
while he wrote out a receipt. 

That receipt, Herb said, described 
the farm, and the price that had been 
agreed upon, and it acknowledged the 
$500 advance. It was a long and 
rambling missive. The young man 
glanced at it, and put it in his pocket, 
to return to his mporee in Boston, 

No one ever ret to take up the 


offer. For, in those rambling phrases 
which Herb had penned'in his home, 
was the phrase: 

“The purchaser agrees that nothing 
shall ever take place upon this farm 
which will be conducive to public 
gambling.”

Perry. It probably dated back to 1697-1703. To the 
last it was heated by oak fires, in the fireplaces. The 
home site became part of the Avco property after the 
house and barn burned down.

Vincent P. Ciampa, Democrat 


Vincent Paul Ciampa, president of 
the Somerville Board of Alderman 
and member of the Somerville School 
Committee has officially announced 
his candidacy for the office of Mid- 
dlesex County Sheriff.

‘The only candidate who has worked 
in both the House of ‘tion and 
jail, Capt. Caterina, ni jeave of 
absence for the duration of the 
campaign, stated that “My respon- 
sibilities have included all facets of 
the corrections system, ranging from 
administration and security to 
finance and transportation." 

He explained that “after five years 
of direct involvement with all the day- 
to-day operations of the sheriff's 
office, I have seen that it makes no 
sense to put someone away, allow him 
to remain mentally idle and then 


expect him to return to society in any 
useful role.’” 


In addition to reinstating the farm 
system, Capt. Caterina said he would 
also seek a pre-release employment 
program to train inmates with a 
marketable skill before their re-entry 


to society. 

In addition to beefed up monitoring 
of inmates while on furlough, Capt. 
Caterina also proposed an overhaul of 
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Caterina 
the civil process system which he said 
results in “delays in serving legal 
papers through a lack of 
professionalism,.as almost anyone in 
the legal profession can attest to.”” 

He explained that I have gained a 
first hand knowledge of the duties of a 
county sheriff in the same way as 
does the chief of a local police 
department who has worked his way 
through the ranks. Other candidates 
will tell the public what they may do, I 
can tell the public what I have done."”

a majority of inmates at Walpole 
State Prison and other institutions 
where he has worked. This respect 
from inmates proved invaluable 
during the hostage crisis at Walpole in 
July of 1979. The inmate's respect for 
McLaughlin's authority as president 
of his union resulted in a peaceful 
resolution of a life and death 
situation. Inmates and his fellow

- McLaughlin would put prisoners 
back to work. Personally familiar 
with the idleness among inmates at 
Billerica House of Correction and 
Jail, McLaughlin feels a work ethic is 
the most valuable tool available for 
inmate rehabilitation, He would re- 
open the county farm attached to 
Billerica H C and J, as well as make 
inmates responsible for the main- 
tenance and upgrading - wherever 
possible - of the county prison. 

- Stop the flow of drugs into 
Billerica H C and J. McLaughlin 
would seek prosecution of anyone 
found bringing drugs into the grounds 
of the county prison and deny those 
persons furthtr access to the facility. 

- Institute firm but fair treatment of 
offenders. Equitable treatment of 
inmates is not a reality today. 
McLaughlin would define the dif- 
ference between inmate ‘rights’ and 
‘privileges,’ and see to it that 
privileges were fairly distributed.

Continued from Page | 
because of oil and grease. He believes 
the drainage going into the Woburn 
Truck is “‘coming from all over," and 
not necessarily from just | the 
Wilmington Redevelopment land) He 
is, he said, having Civil Engineer Ken 
Miller trace out the sources of the 
water, 

Bruce emphasized that the normal . 
penetration (of water) in the Robbins 
soil “from year to year could be 
getting less.” 

Bruce told Integlia that there had 
been no order of conditions served on 
the previous developer. There had 
been, he said, some illegal filling on 
Lot 8. (Lot 8 is northerly of Lot 9, 
which is on the Woburn line, Ed.) 

It was after this discussion that 
Integlia observed that the simple 
solution is to work as neighbors, and 
to work together. The two firms, he 
said, could work together to create 
some compensatory storage, and 
solve the problem. But, he pointed 
out, the water problem on the Robbins 
land is not from water on the 
Redevelopment land, near the culvert 
under the railroad, 

The culvert to which he referred is 
some distance south of Eames Street, 
and was created about 1885. It is well 
filled with debris. There has been 
difficulty for several years, in 
negotiations with the Boston .. Maine 
about cleaning the culvert. 

Attorney William Houck, of 
Johnson and Johnson, Woburn firm, 
spoke up to say that he has been 
talking with a vice president of 
engineering for the Boston .. Maine, 
about that culvert, They are, he said, 
about to clear the culvert ‘‘for- 
thwith.”

This led Integlia to again make a 
proposal for a retention pond. At- 
tornéy Brown did not agree.
